by* printing Sherman’s plans for his 
march to the sea before it was* in­ 
tended it should be mad© public. The 
sftory as written by Mr. Abercrombie 
is as follows: 
“The recent death of Col. William 
R. Holloway recalls to my mind an 
incident in his life which lie related 
bo me and which may prove of inter­ 
est to readers of The Star. 


“ On July 4. 1900, a statue to the 
memory* of Gen. Lafayette was un­ 
veiled with appropriate ceremonies in 
the 
'fulleries 
Garden 
(near 
the 
Louvre) Parks, France, before a large 
concourse o f people. a m ajority of 
whom were Americans. 
The fund to 
defray the expenses of the erection of 
this statue was raised by the school 
Children of the United States. 
At 
th a t time Col. Holloway was Ameri­ 
can consul general at St. Petersburg, 
O 7 
but was in Paris on a vacation, and 
to attend the Paris Exposition. 
He 
desired to attend the dedication 
of 
tire statue, but not being fam iliar with 
the city and the French language, Mr. 
Gowdy. American consul general to 
Paris, delegated me to 
accompany 
him. 
“During the ceremonies incident bo 
the unveiling. Gen Horace 
Porter, 
American am bassador to France, w*as 
one of-the principal speakers. After 
the program was finished Col. Hollo­ 
way remarked: 
“ ‘Do you know that Horace P or­ 
ter wa- once sent out to Indianapolis 
11 o arrest me ? ’ 
“ ‘XA, how was 
that ?* I replied, 
and he then related the story*. 
“ ‘Hi 1864 I was connected with the 
Indianapolis Journal and iii the fall 
o f th at year a man just arrived from 
the front iii the South, related to me 
an amazing tale to the 
effect that 
Gen, William T. Sherman was getting 
ready to make a dash from A tlanta 
to tile Atlantic coast with a view to 
cutting the Confederacy7 in twain and 
speedily ending the rebellion. 
W ith­ 
out giving a great deal of thought bo 
the consequences and scenting a bril­ 
liant ‘scoop’ for my paper, I wrote up 
the story for the Indianapolis Journal 
and it was duly published. 
“ ‘As it developed, Sherman’s pro­ 
posed raid wats as yet a strict mili­ 
tary* secret, no one but the inner cir­ 
cle of tacticians was supposed 
to 
have the slightest knowledge of it 
and the Journal’s account was the 
first intimation the public had of it. 
“ ‘As tile very success of the ex­ 
pedition depended on the secrecy of 
its plans—-it being designed to take 
tile ‘Johnnies' entirely* unawares and 
unprepared—you can 
imagine that 
there were some pretty* angry officials 
in W ashington when shown the Jour­ 
nal. 
President Lincoln, with whom I 
happened to be well acquainted, sum­ 
moned Horace Porter, then on G rant’s 
staff ami gave an order to this effect: 
‘Go to Indianapolis, learn the cir­ 
cumstances under which that military 
secret was published, arrest the man 
responsible and bring him to W ash­ 
ington to face a court-m artial.’ 
“ ‘Porter duly arrived in Indiana­ 
polis, found me, and I bold him how I 
happened to publish the ‘story7.’ Por-

Clerks are also fur­ 
nished. and the owners of articles 
pay a small per eent on the amount 
received. 
Hundreds of farmers sur­ 
round the heterogeneous collection of 
old rakes, plows, washstands, gaso­ 
line stoves, buggies and a few head 
of stock.

day. and through most of the after­ 
noon the sales continue in good old 
public vendue style. 
The townpeople 
look on with wonder at the bidding, 
surprised that anything could be ob­ 
tained in cash for some of the arti­ 
cles offered.

tine must be observed will be length­ 
ened several days, and violators of 
the regulations will be closely watch­ 
ed and severely dealtli with. In some 
instances, however, in the new list of 
regulations, the quarantines are less­ 
ened while the majority of them are 
lengthened. 
According to the latest orders 
of 
the State board, the county health 
department is 
forbidden to raise a 
quarantine until at least twenty-one 
days after it is enforced and even a f­ 
ter this time not until a formal re­ 
port from the State laboratory has 
proved that all the disease germs are 
gone.

An examiaution of Timothy’s room 
showed sev eral handsome pictures of 
Mrs. 
Moore, likewise empty cham­ 
pagne glasses. Many articles of wear­ 
ing apparel were found in his apart­ 
ments b earing Moore’s initials.

Bartlerr, 83 Years Old, 


Who For Fifty Years Has Been a 


Forger and a Swindler, Finding Him ­ 


self in Age Unable Longer to Keep 


Up His W ork With the Old Tim e 


Skill, Gave Himself Up to Police. 


New York, Jan. 29.—By walking up 
to Lieutenant Mannion in the detec­ 
tiv e b ureau at headquarters Sunday 
afternoon and giv ing himself up for 
forgery, the oldest commercial swin­ 
dler with whom the police are acquaint­ 
ed wound up his career. He is Charles 
\V. Bartlerr, eighty-eight years old, 
who has b een a forger and swindler 
for fifty years. 
He sat in a chair in 
the corner of the b ureau nursing a 
b lack pipe and telling with a querulous 
pride of his line of work, for which 
he has serv ed time all ov er the east. 
His shaking hands hav e made it im­ 
possib le for him to do the pen work 
on checks that he used to, and his 
mind isn’t quite as keen as it was in 
years past, which led him into a lam­ 
entab le b lunder a few days ago. 
He told Mannion that on Saturday 
he went to W. and J. Sloane, at Broad­ 
way and Eighteenth street and repre­ 
sented himself as William B. Bennett 
of Pittsb urg. He said he was the pres­ 
ident cf a hardware concern there and 
wanted to b uy some rugs to b e shipped 
to his home. 
He b ought two, he says, 
and gav e a check on the Mellon b ank 
of Pittsb urg for $2,215, signed A. B 
Bennett. 
And then to his disgust, h< 
found that the rugs came to exactly 
that amount, so he told the rug firm 
to hold them ten days. 
He showed 
the receipted b ill to b ack up his story. 
He tried to pass two other checks, 
one on a man named L. M. Bailey, for 
$2,000, and another on Chauneey Holt 
of 27 Vandewater street, for $2,600. 
He did not get any money on either 
of these, and on a check for $1,156, 
which some firm near Hudson street 
and Ninth av enue accepted, he got 
only enough for a few drinks. 
So he 
decided that the time had come for 
him to quit.

Marion, Ind., Jan. 29.—Just as he was 
in the act of retiring Clarkson W 
W ileuts, sev enty-two years of age and 
one of the wealthiest cititzens of this 
county, was murdered when called to 
the door b y Cecil Fordyce, who intend 
ed to rob him. As W ileuts opened the 
door Fordyce, who 
is b ut twenty-two 
years of age. pointed a pistol at him 
and demanded his money. 
W ileuts 
grab b ed the pistol and a struggle fol 
lowed. Fordyce released himself from 
the old m an’s clutch and delib erately 
discharged the pistol. 
The b ullet en 
tered just b elow the heart and caused 
death a few minutes later. 
W ithin an hour after the murder 
Fordyce was arrested from a descrip 
tion giv en b y a neighb or, who saw him 
running away from the W ileuts home 
after the shooting, and when taken to 
the police station he confessed the 
crime. Fordyce is a professional hold 
up man, he admits. He had a partner 
who for thirty years has b een in the 
same b usiness.

He b ad held up men at six or 
sev en cities, he said. 
He said he used the gun and his 
partner* went through the pockets
